Report of Supernaae of Schools. 


To the School Board of Noun 

I herewith submit to you my first annual report as 
Superintendent of your public schools. But six months 
having elapsed since I assumed office the report of neces- 
sity will be brief with merely a statement of the local 
situation as I see it together with recommendations and 
suggestions relating thereto. 


THE SITUATION 


The outstanding feature of the Newington school is 
its building. Well constructed, heated, lighted, and cared 
for it serves as an excellent home for school instruction. 
With the grading of the grounds its appearance will be 
unusually attractive. In it the work accomplished should 
be of an equally high order. This is our challenge; to 
_make the organization and conduct of the school in full 
keeping with the building. To do this there must be con- 
stant improvement in attendance and instruction. 


ATTENDANCE 


The rate of attendance during 1922-1923 was low, 
due apparently to carelessness of a few pupils or their 
parents or both. 157 tardy marks for 63 pupils, an average 
of double what should be expected. Being late is one of 
the most pernicious habits formed in childhood. Every 
effort should be exerted to prevent it and correct it when 
formed. The school can do its part but only its part, the 
parent must do the rest. The per cent. of attendance of 
90 is 3% below the average for the state during the same 
period. Here again the home influence plays a vital part 
in training for future success. Let me ask the fullest 
cooperation in bringing about a change in this respect. 


INSTRUCTION 
Arithmetic and spelling are receiving due attention. 
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Tests have been given in these subjects to Grade VIII, the 
same tests as given to Grade IX in Springfield; Massachu- 
setts, in 1846. A comparison of results follows: 


Arithmetic 
Average rating in Springfield 1846 29 To 
Average rating in New Hampshire 1923 49 % 
Average rating in Newington 1923 42% 
| Spelling 
Average rating in Springfield 1846 41% 
Average rating in New Hampshire 1923 67 % 
Average rating in Newington 1923 68 % 


Similar tests given later should show considerable 
improvement. For the remainder of the year special em- 
phasis is to be placed upon history and geography. Man- 
ual training and domestic arts are both handicapped for 
lack of adequate equipment. I suggest a special approp- 
riation for this purpose. 


HEALTH 


Schools today stand firmly for the promotion of good 
health, as well as for the correction of defects when found. 
Healthful exercise, milk service, warm lunch, and sys- 
tematic inspection, are all essential. The first two have 
not been developed in Newington, the last two are well 
under way. The warm lunch as now conducted is not a 
real success as too great a burden is placed upon a few 
interested people. I submit the following means for im- 
provement: } 

A better equipment, 
Definite organization, 
A self-supporting basis. 

The School Physician made his first inspection in 
October. The general health appeared to be excellent 
except for the following defects:

We earnestly hope parents effected will do everything 
possible to have these matters corrected. An inspection 
without further attention at home is of little value. The 
school is attempting to do its part. The dental clinic is 
a step in this direction. Some day the school should have 
the services of a nurse. 


SCHOLARSHIP ROLL OF HONOR 


In the Tables at the end of the report will be found 
the names of pupils who have attained a rating of “A” 
in a majority of their subjects plus a rating of “A” in 
effort or application. The name of such pupils hereafter 
will constitute a Scholarship Roll of Honor. This distinc- 
tion is intended to serve as an added incentive to faith- 
ful effort and successful work. 


NEWINGTON’S OPPORTUNITY 


As the chief public building of the town the school 
should become a real community center, a meeting place 
for all that is best for parents as well as children. A 
modern school building is serving but half its purpose if 
restricted to the education of children, and closed to the 
benefit of public. To this end I suggest the furnishing 
of the north end basement as an assembly room, and add- 
ed facilities for lunch service. This equipment and the 
formation of some form of Parent-Teacher organization 
would bring parents and school into closer and pleasant 
relationship. 

IN CONCLUSION 


In the crowded hours of the past half year our efforts 
have been directed chiefly to the accomplishment of two 
aims: to create among pupils conditions of body and 
mind favorable to instruction, and to organize the work 
and equipment of the schools according to accepted stand- 
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ards. In both these endeavors we have received from 
Board and teachers the heartiest cooperation. The right 
attitude of mind and definite standards of conduct have 
been sought among pupils, and a well organized manage- 
ment on the part of teachers, both absolutely essential 
before the desired progress in school work can be 
expected.

To the School Board of the Town of Newington, N. H. 


In October of 1928 it was my pleasure to examine your 
school children physically, and I submit the following re- 
port: 


Number of children examined, about sixty. 

There is about thirty per cent. with adenoids and en- 
larged tonsils; about forty per cent. with caries of the 
teeth and one case of simple anemia; a few cases of de- 
flected septum of the nose; one case of chorea or St. Vitus’ 
dance ; one or two cases of contracted chest, due to adenoids 
and faulty breathing; one case of middle ear disease. 

There is a marked improvement of the general physi- 
cal condition in the last year, and I am glad to report that 
defects that I found in 1922 examination had been cor- 
rected by the parents heeding my advice.

Report of the School Board. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


With much pleasure we conform to custom and beg 
to present the annual report of the Newington School 
Board. 

In many ways we feel that there has been an upward 
trend in our school work, although, there are still, many 
things to be corrected and a higher standard to be at- 
tained. More and more do we appreciate the advantage 
of our new building. The large, sunny rooms, well heated. 
lighted and ventilated must surely inspire both pupil and 
teacher to better work. 

Miss Lucille Paul gave good satisfaction as teacher 
of Junior High work; her work in Domestic Science be- 
ing particularly good. Miss Dorothy Davis is carrying 
on the work of that department very ably. 

Previous to Sept. 1, 1923, Mr. Prior had charge of the 
Manual Training. This subject should show far better 
results than it does at present. The equipment is very 
poor, but with the expenditure of a few dollars could be 
much improved. Parents do not give this important 
subject the proper amount of interest and support that is 
necessary to carry it on satisfactorily. 

Miss Mabel de Rochemont and Miss Abbie N. Frink 
have had charge of the Intermediate and Primary Grades 
respectively. The fact that both teachers had been re- 
elected to their positions is sufficient guarantee of their 
ability. Much to our regret Miss de Rochemont was 
obliged to resign but we were fortunate in securing the 
services of Mrs. Harold Tobey. 

We were indeed fortunate to secure the services of 
Ernest P. Bilbruck as instructor of music. 

A set of twelve small chairs has been added to the 
equipment of the Primary room, thus enabling the little 
people to change their position and yet be under the direct 
supervision of their teacher. 
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The subjects of Arithmetic, Reading and Spelling are 
not as satisfactory as we could wish but special attention 
is being given and we hope for better results. American 
History needs more time devoted to its study. A new set 
of histories has just been purchased for the 5th and 6th 
grades. 

Tardiness has been a serious offense but is slowly 
improving. Will the parents not do their part in correct- 
ing this evil habit? 

The loss of our former Superintendent, Mr. Charles 
H. Walker. was a source of regret to us, but Mr. Harry 
L. Moore came to us highly recommended and is living 
up to his recommendation. We feel that our school is safe 
under his management. 

We wish to express our appreciation of Mr. Prior’s 
services as Janitor. Every least detail is given scrupulous 
attention. 

The grading at the rear of the building was much 
needed as the children had never been able to use the 
proper doors for entrance. This change made it neces- 
sary to build a plank walk and steps, and to screen the 
rear windows of the basement. 

Those of the faithful, who have visited the school, 
know how greatly an awning for the front windows is 
needed. . 

Let us all visit the school more frequently and thus 
assure both pupils and teachers of our interest and sup- 
port. Indifference is hard to combat. 

Our school grounds, at the front, are very bare and 
unattractive and we urge the need of more grading that 
our attractive building may not be marred by an un- 
sightly front yard. 

The report of the examining physician speaks elo- 
quently of the physical condition of our children. These 
ailments of which he speaks are nearly all easily correct- 
ed and if attention is given by the parents will result 
in untold good for the child. Let us beg for the sake of 
your child that adenoids, defective teeth and tonsils may 
have the needed attention before it is too late. We wish 
to congratulate the parents who have already responded 
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to the suggestions given by the teachers and physicians. 

In closing let us speak for the hot lunches. We have 
tried to serve simple, nourishing lunches, but, unfortun- 
ately, this all. requires money. Any help will be most 
gratefully received. This matter means much to the 
children.
